Andy Deeley was no ex- 
ception, The son of Norman 
Deeley, Wolverhampton 
Wanderers’ right winger 
during its “golden era” of 
the late ‘5@s and early ‘60s 
and winner of two England 
senior international caps, 
he was unreasonably ex- 
pected to go on to achieve 
' Similar glory after showing 
promise as a teenager. 


But the younger Deeley , 
failed to rise above the semi-!

land. Rejected after trials at 
Wolverhampton Wanderers 
and West Bromwich Albion, 
his one brush with unrefiect-, 
ed fame in his homeland, 
came when scoring 25 goals

The. diminutive striker was 
in something of a rut when, 
in 1983, he moved to New 
Zealand and joined Dunedin 
Technical, a club experienc- 
ing its first, and what proved 
to be last, National League 
season.

To score a Cup-Final goal would be 
the highlight of most players’ careers, 
but Heidelberg United’s Lawrie 
McKinna can claim to have scored no 
less than four in one final — and all 
within the space of 20 minutes!

When Technical dropped 
back into the Southern Re- 
gional League, Deeley 
moved to neighboring Dun- 
edin City and it was here that 
the Englishman showed him- 
self to be something more 
than a run-of-the-mill Nation- 
al League player. 

In New Zealand, only a 
small minority of people 
know of Wolverhampton 
Wanderers, let alone Nor- 
man Deeley. For the first 
time, he was not being con- 
stantly referred to as “Nor- 
man Deeley’s lad". Instead, 
he was Andy Deeley in his 
own right. 

It is impossible to judge 
the degree to which this 
helped him, but what cannot 
be denied is the fact that in 
New. Zealand he displayed 
far more consistency than 
during any of his time “back 
home”.

It was inte 
note a few days ago that 
Rugby League is toying 
with the idea of copying 
soccer’s yellow and red- 
card system of imposing 
discipline on its players. 

For so long and so often the 
oval ball codes have deprecat- 
ed soccer, tried to ignore it, 
run it down, condemn it as 
nothing more than the weird 
pastime of a few foreigners dis- 
interested in assimilating into 
Australian society. 

Faced with a rash of send- 
ing offs — followed by exon- 
eration — leading to a 
mounting chorus of ridicule 
from fans and the media, the 
Rugby League bosses have 
desperately sought a way out.

East Germany joined a So- 
viet-led boycott of the 1984 
Los Angeles Olympics and 
has no diplomatic relations 
with Seoul,

lished Protestant churches in 
the process, but more than 
compensating for such aggro 
by attracting record crowds all 
over the country. 

Nowadays even that last 
holdout, the VFL, is carefully 
dipping its toe into Sunday play 
in Victoria, hindered only by 
an interfering Premier Cain. 

Rugby League’s major fix- 
tures are a staple diet of the 
Sunday sports fan and even 
cricket has given up the ridicu- 
lous habit of throwing hun- 
dreds of thousands of spectator 
dollars out the window by hav- 
ing rest days on the second day 
of the weekend. 

Even Rugby Union chaps 
are beginning to get used to 
seeing representative fixtures 
on Sundays! 

Last, but not least, in view of 
the current debate over wheth- 
er to embrace Summer soccer, 
one should note that the Rugby 
League premiership season 
this year kicked off more than 
a month before soccer! 

Obviously, the league bosses 
recognised the attraction foot- 
ball can be on a pleasant sum- 
mer late afternoon or evening. 

And this is the code which 
for some 20 years consistently 
ridiculed soccer — though its 
fellow travellers on radio and 
television — for having a sea- 
son which starts in the 
“middle” of the cricket season 
and “never seems to end”, 

Obviously Rugby League has 
taken to heart one of politics’ 
golden rules, namely, never be 
too proud to steal the opposi- 
tion's good ideas! 


Ho hum! 


So the stupendous, mar- 
vellous, splendiferous 
tournament involving 
Nottingham Forest, Man- 
chester United and Glas- 
gow Celtic is now likely to 
disappear without a trace. 

First, the east coast fixtures 
vanished, followed closely by 
the Socceroos — and now the 
Australian Soccer Federation 
is wondering about the wisdom 
of having these teams over 
here at all. 

When I first voiced misgiv- 
ings about the project in these 
columns a couple of months 
ago, I was jumped upon from 
great heiehtc hv a fact talvina 


tion soccer tournament in Kua- 
la Lumpur earlier this month. 

They claimed exemption 
from the Olympic qualifiers on 
the grounds of being, you 
guessed it, co-hosts of the 
Games, 

The Asian Confederation 
was, predictably, not im- 
pressed and immediately de- 
manded North Korea's 
suspension from the Olympic 
soccer tournament. 

In a neat example of instant 
buck passing, IOC spokesman 
Michele Verdier described the 
ruckus as 4 “technical problem 
entirely within FIFA's jurisdic- 
tion”, and never mind that it 
was the Olympic movement's 
pussyfooting which created 
this particular “monster”, 

Who knows what will happen 
between now and next year's 
Games, but the odds against an 
interference-free fortnight of 
sport are beginning to lengthen 
considerably.

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Croatia fuming over Deankovic 


Melbourne Croatia is up in arms over 
Footscray JUST’s attempt to sign Drago 
Deankovic, who played with Croatia last 
year before returning to Osijek. 

The Melbourne club has instructed the ASF 
to telex FIFA asking the world body to investi- 
gate claims that Deankovic has been playing 
for Osijek this season. 

“Deankovic is our (Melbourne Croatia’s) 
player. He remains under suspension until he 
makes himself available to play for us and he 
hasn’t received any clearance whatsoever to 
play with any other club, either in Australia or 
overseas,” said former Croatia team manager 
Frank Burin, who has been called back by the 
club to handle the Denakovic affair. 

“We suspended Deankovic in mid-July last 

‘ear and he told him that we were considering 


home to visit his father who was ill. Two days 
later he approached Steve Mandekic (a Cro- 
atia official) and asked for a transfer to 
Footscray. 

“We retained him at the end of the year even 
though he was overseas and right now his sus- 
,pension remains in force. On November 27 last 
year the VSF received a telex from the ASF 
saying that the Yugoslav federation was seek- 
ing a clearance for Deankovic. We advised the 
VSF that the clearance was refused and on 
December 4 the VSF wrote to the ASF giving 
them that instruction. If Deankovic is playing 
with Osijek then he’s doing so without a 
clearance. 

“When this matter arose late last year the 
strong view of the Melbourne Croatia club was 
that Deankovie’s conduct was aimed at getting 
a transfer through the back door by joining NK

There are no transfer form 
charges in NSW, no adminis- 
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tration levies or upkeep of ad- 
ministration building levies; no 
charge for changing a club 
name, no charge for organising 
your own tournaments and no 
team sheets and results pad 
charge. 

In South Australia, the feder- 
ation has cut out just about all 
of its service charges by simply 
upping affiliation fees. 

“We don’t charge a cent for 
all these things the VSF 
charges for because they're all 
covered by our affiliation 
fees,” sald SA federation secre- 
tary Peter Nikolic.

It seems that the AIS has 
money to burn. Only recently 
it appointed Ron Smith, a for- 
mer Shoulder-Worthington 
protege to be Head Coach, 
opening many old wounds in 
people who feel that the en- 
tire organised coaching sys- 
tem in Australia is reeking of 
charlatanism and unwanted 
British influence. 

Now, it appears, the Head 
Coach wants a Coach to do 
such routine chores as outlined 
inthe advert on the left. Why 
then have a Head Coach? Does 
a fulltime Head Coach find it 
too arduous to handle his team 
alone — which any number of 
NSL coaches, on a much high- 
er level, have to be able to do, 
often in their spare time? 

If, one day, the ASF (in the 
post-George period) decides to 
clean out some old cobwebs, 
perhaps these coaching anom- 
alies deserve its priority 
attention.

According to a newspaper 
report, St George has come up 
with some “novel ideas” to 
put bums on'seats for its home 
matches, (I have to rely on 
the newspaper report be- 
cause the Saints haven't both- 
ered to send me a copy of 
their plan). 

This “great idea” — too com- 
plicated to reproduce in detail 
here — consists of a number of 
schemes under which junior 
teams and their coaches can 
gain admission to the matches 
at reduced rates.

I hope I don’t commit some 
sort of sacrilege for which I 
will have to answer in front of 
the Holy Inquisition — but !

Craig should have been in 
the Socceroo teams for many 
years now — had ‘he known his 
mind. 

But, according to his own oft- 
repeated statements, he want- 
ed Big Time, a place in the 
England team, preferably in 
the World Cup. When that 
failed, he volunteered to play 
for Scotland — but was again, 
predictably, rebuffed. 

Now he has turned to Austra- 
lia which is, ina way, a compli- 
ment, because he preferred us 
to Wales and Northern Ireland.

In the first half, Spcceroo de- 
fender Robbie Dunn of Mel- 
bourne committed a cynical 
and, potentially brutal foul on 
Sydney's Manis Lamond, hack- 
ing him down from behind 
when the lithe, colorful La- 
mond had broken through to- 
wards goal. 

Dunn's punishment was a 
caution — pretty meaningless, 
as it turned out, as referee 
Gary Power handed out about 
half a dozen during the 90 
minutes. 

The ensuing free kick was 
wasted and Melbourne es- 
caped a sticky situation rather 
cheaply. 

Then, in the second half, the 
same Dunn played a big part in 
the only goal of the match, giv- 
ing Melbourne Croatia a some- 
what lucky victory 

My point is this: Dunn 
shouldn’t have been on the 
fleld by then, as power could 
have so easily sent him off in 
the first half. 

In fact, that was the worst 
foul of the 90 minutes and if 
some other, minor offences 
warranted a caution, then this 
one by Dunn richly deserved 
not only a sending off but also 
10 days in solitary! 

On such decisions turn the 
outcome of matches, the happi- 







ness of fans, the longevity of 
coaching contracts and entries 
in record books... 

That's why I said don’t both- 
er to seek “justice” in Soccer, 
not even logic, just a String of 
events and incidents which 
shape the outcome of matches. 
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Talking of this match 
which, of course, will soon be 
old hat: I was most disap- 
pointed with the form of some 
of the game’s highly rated 
stars. 

Dunn, for one: this tall, 
strong Scot looked very run-of- 
the-mill and anything but inter- 
national class. Maybe he will, 
once he slots into his team — 
but I doubt it. 

Then there was Alan David- 
son, the former Socceroo full- 
back, who gave a very poor 
performance. 

He may be the nicest chap in 
the world — but Ishave always 
regarded. him as vastly over- 
rated, a player of dubious de- 
fensive qualities, with limited 
tactical discipline and far less 
skill than his not inconsider- 
able camp of admirers make 
out. 

Some other “big name" stars 
also drifted in and out of your 
attention span: Paul Lewis, 
Graeme Arnold, Wally Savor, 
the painfully slow Vedran Ro- 
zic and Josip Biskic all looked 
sadly ordinary. 

But that great veteran, Zarko 
Qdzakov didn't’ here, once 
again, was proof of the old 
theory that sheer class will al- 
ways triumph, that skill can 
only be learned as a child and 
soccer brain cannot be trans- 
planted even by the best 
coaches. 

Odzakoy has it all: he is a 
reincarnation of Ricardo Cam- 
pana, Roberto Vieri, Ferdo 
Dunaj and others of that ilk 
which, once, used to dominate 
our soccer. 

Alas, Odzakov is a specimen 
of a dying breed, the occasion- 
al and rare sunshine in a 
gloomy sky. 

One can only wish he could 
be cloned.

There s little doubt that Italian pitches would suit Barnes 
He is at his best on dry grounds where his ball control and 
speed can give defenders nightmares. 

Jamaican-born Barnes has not always done himself justice 
in his 29 appearances for his country. But his talent has never 
been in doubt since he scored a memorable solo goal in the 
defeat of Brazil on England's South American tour three years 


ago. 


Last year he provided a worldwide television audience with 
a glimpse of his breathtaking skills. 

England trailed eventual champion Argentina 2-0 in the 
World Cup quarter-final at the Aztec stadium in Mexico City 
when manager Bobby Robson threw his last dice and gave 
Barnes his first taste of World Cup action with 15 minutes left. 

It was a case of what might have been as Barnes tormented 
the Argentine defence and provided the cross for England's 
only goal scored by Gary Lineker.

Real, which has a phenome- 
nal record on its Bernabeu Sta- 
dium turf, will stage the second 
leg and that advantage may 
well prove decisive. 

Fears have been expressed 
that Dynamo Kiev, which prac- 
tically doubles as the Soviet na- 
tional team, will soon burn 
itself out ——- in the manner of 
the equally gifted and equally 
active Kiev side of the mid-70s.

For the first time during the current English domes- 
tic season, silverware will be at stake on the morning of 
April 6 (Australian time) when Liverpool meets Arsenal 
in the Littlewood’s Cup Final. 


England’s major clubs have 
not always taken the 
Littlewood’s Cup (originally 
known as the Football League 
Cup, then the Milk Cup) seri- 
ously in the past. Their lethar- 
gy gave lesser lights, most 
notable Norwich City, Stoke 
City, Queen's Park Rangers, 
Swindon Town and Oxford 
United, opportunities to pick 
up crumbs from the rich men’s 
tables. 

This time, however, the fi- 
nal will feature two super- 
heavyweights, Liverpool and 
Arsenal, both venerable insti- 
tutions of world soccer, have 
been to the fore throughout 
the current campaign. 

Liverpool’s credentials, of 
course, are obvious. Winner of 
both the League and FA Cup 
last season, it can call upon 
players of world renown in Jan 
Molby, Kenny Dalglish, Ian 
Rush and Mark Lawrenson. Its 
probable starting line-up con- 
tains nine full internationals. 

Arsenal, on the other hand, 
hasn't won a major honor since 
1979 and its one player whose 
fame extends beyond Britain is 
the 70-plus-times capped Ken- 
ny Sansom. 

The Gunners, though, have 
been a revelation this season. 
A legitimate contender for the 
league title, they boast a 
wealth of young talent includ- 
ing Tony Adams, recently 
drafted for England senior in- 
ternational duty at 20 years of 
age; David Rocastle; Paul Da- 






vis; Nial Quinn and Martin 
Hayes; while the long-estab- 
lished Viv Anderson and Steve 
Williams are enjoying the best 
form of their careers. 


Liverpool’s big-match expe- 
rience (since Arsenal won the 
FA Cup in 9179, the “Mersey- 
side Machine” has accumu- 
lated 12 major honors — 
including four Littlewood’s 
Cup successes) wiJl make it 
the favorite, yet history sug- 
gests an Arsenal win. 


Twice previously Liverpool 
and Arsenal have met in Wem- 
bley finals (to decide the FA 
Cup winners) and on both oc- 
casions the north Londoners 
were victorious — in 1950 and 
1971. The latter year saw a 
Gunners side, which included 
current manager George Gra- 
ham, complete the League-FA 
Cup double. 

After numerous near misses, 
Liverpool achieved the double 
itself in 1986. It would be ironi- 
cal, therefore, if Arsenal was to 
eclipse it just a year later with 
an histeric treble — League, 
FA Cup and Littlewood’s Cup. 

Every Arsenal fan (and an 
awful lot of Australian-based 
Arsenal fans have been coming 
out of their closets in recent 
months) will tell you that they 
have a gut feeling that this is 
going to be the year of “The 
Gunners”. 

On April 6 we will be able to 
gauge just héw reliable those 
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One thing can be predicted 
with a fair degree of certainty 
— there will not be a repeat of 
the previous UEFA Cup clash 
between the two in 1981, when 
United cruised to a 5 - 2 
victory.

Any six-year-old taken along to see Wimbledon in 
action would probably wonder what all the fuss is about. 

The Londoners’ notorious kick-and-rusk tactics — so reviled by 
the deep thinkers of the modern game — have long since been the 
accepted way on the playgrounds of England. 

While five-man midfields and overlapping fullbacks come in 
and out of fashion, schoolboy football remains the delight of old 
— 20 tiny figures converging on the ball en masse watched by 
two rather envious goalkeepers. 

Wimbledon plays a grown-up brand of schoolboy football which 
has taken it from the minor leagues to the English First Division 
— where it now lies a highly respectable eighty — in just 10 


Manager Dave Bassett has become impervious to criticism, 
having been accused of turning back the clock 30 years, of putting 
fitness above finesse, of building a crack commando unit, 

Bassett takes it all with a smile, and his famous grin beat all
